On March 3, 1947, scientists 
and educationists all over . the 
world will observe the 100th an- 
niversary of the birth of Alexan- 
der Graham Bell. At Edinburgh, 
his native city; at Brarttford 
where he invented the telephone 
and at many other points in Can- 
ada and the United States, cere- 
monies will mark the centennial 
of the birth of a great teacher, 
inventor, humanitarian, scientist 
and world citizen. T 

The Invention of the telephone 
and its tremendous impau on 
civilization has tended to over- 
shadow the rest of Bell's life and 
work; yet "Bell, had he never 
invented the telephone, would 
still he remembered for many of 
the achievements of his almost 
unparalleled career. ~ 

Alexander Graham Bell was 
born in Edinburgh, Scotland, on 
March 3, 1847. His grandfather 
was a well-known actor, Alexan- 
der Bell, who was interested in 
voire production and became a 
teacher of elocution, lie was the 
editor of Elegant Extracts, a 
widely used reader and elocution 
book. Alexander Melville Bell, 
father of the inventor, was a 
speech therapist and originator 
of the system known as visible 
speech, a set of phonetic symbols 
representing the position of lips 
and tongue while making sounds. 
This system was used for teach- 
ing deaf-mutes to speak. 

Bell was educated at McLar- 
en's Academy and the Royal high 
school, Edinburgh. When he was 
13. he spent a year with his 
grandfather ,Alexander Bell, in 
London, where he first studied 
the treatment of defects in 
speech.

Before he reached the age of 
15, Bel! had made his first prac- 
tical invention.

It is interesting to note that 
the name Graham was one 
adopted by Bell himself when he 
was U years old, because he 
wan fed to be distinguished from 
the two older Alexanders, his 
father and his grandfather. He 
took the name- from Alexander 
Graham, a friend of his father's 
who owned plantations in Cuba. 

In 1862 Bell became a student 
teacher at Weston House in El- 
gin, Scotland, where he later, 
after a year at the University of 
Edinburgh; became a regular 
member of the staff.

The small pocket-size tele- 
phone directory which sufficed 
to list the names and addresses 
of almost all subscribers in Ont- 
ario in January, 1885, contains 
the names of 18 subscribers in 
Newmarket. All except those of 
David Lloyd, the Bell Telephone 
agent, residing on Pearson St., 
and W. W. Playter, merchant. 
Prospect St., were in business 
offices. 

The first switchboard was in- 
stalled in Mr. Lloyd's insurance 
office at the corner of Main and 
Botsford Sts.

Bhreagh and experienced her 
first sea bathing. Samuel Lang- 
ley, ah early experimenter with 
aircraft, came and helped Bell to 
discover why a cat always lands 

on its feet. For years local in- 
habitants remembered the shock- 
ing sight of dignified gentlemen 

spending the whole afternoon 
dropping pussy from the veran- 
dah railing onto a cushion below. 
At Beinn Bhreagh Belt de- 
veloped his great Interest .in 
sheep breeding and genetics and 



worked on many of his experi- 
ments with aviation and with 
hydroplanes. 

In 1917 a striking memorial to 
Bell was unveiled at Brantford, 
Ont., by the Duke of Denvon- 
shire, Bell attended the cere- 
mony, and made a speech in 
which he said that, the idea of 
the telephone "had been conceiv- 
ed, and the patent specifications 
had been drafted in Canada's 
Telephone City, Brantford, Ont.

Alexander Graham Bell died 
on August X 1922, at his home, 
Beinn Bhreagh, near Baddeck, 

Nova Scotia, and was buried on 
the hillside nearby, with only a 
huge, rough boulder to mark the 
site of his grave. His wife. 
Mabel Hubbard Boll, who had 



encouraged and helped him 
throughout his long career, since 
the invention of the telephone.
